The Coast Guard, Corps of Engi- 
neers and Red Cross estimated 
they had assisted in evacuation of 
about 250 persons from low-lying 
areas near the Mississippi and 
Meramec rivers. Many other fam-

The Mississippi reached 34.4 feet 
this morning, a rise of .9 of a foot 
since yesterday and 4.4 feet above 
flood stage. Meteorologist Harry

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
—Amid talk of close-pending de- 


velopments, the Department of 
Labor today went ahead with con- 
ferences to end the telephone 
strike. 

Department officials told report- 
ers to watch for developments 
this afternoon. President Joseph 
A. Beirne of the striking National 
Federation of Telephone Workers 
said in Pittsburgh he expects “a 
major break, possibly today or to- 
morrow.” 

The source of this optimism was 
not explained. Earlier a wave of 
hope had sprung up in the wake 
of a $2.50-a-week wage increase 
offer made by the Northwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. for five mid- 
west states. However, it was re- 
jeeted by Iowa union workers, and 
by the Nebraska union board, and 
an attorney for the unions in- 
volved, Henry Mayer, said in New 
York the offer was “wholly inade- 
quate.” 

Three Bell Units Involved. 

Labor, Department meetings 
here involving three Bell system 
units—the long lines division, 
Western Electric Co. and South- 
western Bell Telephone ‘Co, of St. 
Louis—were in progress or sched- 
uled. 

Peter G. Manno, federal concill- 
ator in the long lines dispute, told 
reporters: “I’m smiling, Any time 
I smile it means something.” 

Officials virtually abandoned 
hope that a settlement formula 
would come from the Northwest- 
ern pay offer. 

At Des Moines, A. R. Toepfer, 
secretary of the Northwestern 
Union of Telephone Workers in 
Iowa, reported that the Iowa em- 
ployes of the company had “defi- 
nitely rejected” the offer.

CHICAGO, April 28 (AP)—Inter- 
national Harvester Co, today of- 
fered a 15-cent-an-hour wage in- 
crease to 62,000 employes in 21 
factories, represented by 11 unions, 
and gaid the offer would not affect 
the company’s present level of 
prices. 

The farm equipment company 
last month announced price re- 
ductions which it said would mean 
a $20,000,000 savings annually to 
users. 

The wage offer, following the 
pattern of wage settlements grant- 
ed to nearly 1,000,000 workers in 
the steel, automobile arid elec- 
trical industry, calls for a general 
wage increase of 11% cents hourly 
plus six paid holidays. 

Steel Division Not Affected. 
The company said its offer was 
not extended to its steel division, 
which employs 4000 workers at 
the South Chicago plant of the 
Wisconsin Steel Works. This di- 
vision is represented by the Inde- 
pendent Progressive Steel Work- 
ers’ Union and wage negotiations 
are in progress there, 

Wage increases will become ef- 
fective on the date the offer is 
accepted by the various unions, 
the company said. Salary in- 
creases ‘or employes not repre- 
sented by unions will become ef- 
fective at once. 

International Harvester estimat- 
ed the offer would cost the com- 
pany $25,000,000 annually and 
would represent about an 8% per 
cent increase above present wages.

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MINOR PLANET MAY 


MOSCOW, April 28 (AP)—V. G. 
Fesenkov, chairman of the meteor- 
ite committee of the U.S.S.R. 
Academy of Science, said today it 
was possible that a minor planet 
collided with the earth on Feb. 
12, 1947, when a missile, described 
as a meteorite, fell in eastern 
Siberia. 

“It is now becoming increas- 
ingly clear,“ Fesenkov stated, 
“that it was an exceptional phe- 
nomenon in many respects. For 
one thing some of the fragments 
smashed through the surface 
strata of soil and penetrated into 
bedrock, leaving several dozen 
craters, the biggest of them about 
75 feet in diameter. 

“The combination of circum- 
stances required for a heavenly 
body to strike our planet with suf- 
ficient force to create craters is 
exceedingly rare.” b 

Fesenkov said it was “quite pos- 
sibly that what happened in the 
Far East was the collision of a 
minor planet with the earth.”

IOWA GOVERNOR SIGNS BILL 
OUTLAWING CLOSED SHOP 


Another Legislative- Approved 

Measure Curbing Labor Has 

Not Yet Reached Him. 

DES MOINES, April 28 (AP)— 
Gov. Robert D. Blue today signed 
a bill outlawing closed shop and 
union shop agreements between 
workers and employers in Iowa. 

A bill which prohibits secondary 
boycotts and jurisdictional strikes 
was approved in the closing days 
of the 1947 session but has not 
yet reached the Governor's desk. 

The anti-closed shop bill makes 
it unlawful to deprive any Iowan 
of the right to work because he 
is or ig not a member of a labor 
union. It also forbids an employer 
deducting union dues from a 
worker’s paycheck without his 
written approval. 

Iowa was the thirteenth state 
to enact a law barring the closed 
shop.

Nazis Tried to Invent Noise-Gun, 


Were Only Able to Kill One Goat 


CHICAGO, April 28 (UP) — A 
scientist, observing noise abate- 
ment week, disclosed today that 


the Nazis tried to invent a noise- 
gun that would kill living things 
by sound alone. 

“They did manage to kill a goat 
with noise,” said Dr. Howard C. 
Hardy, a physicist employed by 
the Armour Research Foundation. 
“However,” he said, “the appar- 
atus necessary for producing 
enough noise to kill the goat was 
ponderous. And it worked only 
when the goat was 10 feet away. 
“To invent a light, portable ma- 


‘ehine eapable of killing soldiers

at great distances by sound alone 
proved to be beyond their ability,” 
Hardy said. 

Hardy said he assumed the noise 
killed the goat by damaging its 
nervous system. 

He said his information concern- 
ing the Nazi noise-gun came to 
him from an American officer for- | 
merly connected with the Office 
of Strategic Services. 

“American scientists,” he said, | 
“have bred mice for sensitivity to 
noise.

The tall, silver-haired Aranha 
received 45 votes on the first bal- 
lot and immediately took the 
Prince Faisal Al Saud of 
Saudi Arabia, Gromyko, Herman 
Santa Cruz of Chile, Lester B, 
Pearson of Canada and Herman 
Erikson of Sweden each re- 
ceived one vote. 

“Don't allow confusion to cloud 
the nature of the task entrusted 
to us,” Aranha said in a brief 
speech thanking the delegates for 
his election. He said the U.N. 
would have to “exercise the full 
md@&sure of its responsibilities” in 
handling the Palestine problem. 

After Aranha spoke, Siam, 
elected to U.N. at the last as 
sembly, was formally admitted as 
the fifty-fifth member of the As- 
sembly. Siam was represented by 
its ambassador to the United 
States, Prince Wan Waithayakon. 

A British spokesman said Brit- 
ain, which holds a League of Na- 
tions mandate over the Holy Land, 
is ready to accept any decision 
the United Nations makes on the 
Palestine question, but will insist 
that the world organization en- 
force its own recommendations. 

The Arab League, which ig rep- 
resented by five Arab states in 
the U.N., announced after a caucus 
that it would stand firm on its 
demands that Britain give up its 
mandate and that Palestine be de- 
clared an independent country at 
this special session.

Supreme Court Reverses 
District Judge’s Ruling 
Present OPA Law le 
Invalid. 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that OPA can bar execution of 
eviction judgments which three 
Texas landlords won against ten- 
ants in the June 30-July 25 period 
last year when there was no price 
control law. 

The 8-1 decision reversed a Unit- 
ed States District Court ruling at 
Dallas that the present price con- 
trol law is unconstitutional in so far 
as it does not permit landlords to 
take advantage of eviction judg- 
ments won when no federal law 
was in effect. 

In other actions, the court: 
Ruled, 8 to 1, that all three 
judges must take part when a 
three-judge special district court 
rules on whether orders the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
are proper. This ruling set aside 
a decision two judges made when 
the third judge of a thrée-judge 
court at Indianapolis was ill. The 
two judges upheld an ICC order 
fixing rates for hauling coal. The 
Supreme Court decision means 
coal mine operators and railroads 
opposing the order can start over 
again and bring a new attack on 
it in a three-judge court. 

Agreed to review conviction of 
18 Utah residents on charges of 
conspiring to advocate plural mar- 
riage. In the past, the court has 
upheld laws against plural mar- 
riage. The attorney for the 18 
contended that, in this instance, 
however, the-conviction was based 
on advocating plural marriage 
rather than practicing it. He con- 
tended that violated guarantees of 
freedom of speech. 

Refused to reconsider its recent 
decision upholding the conviction 
of Hans Max Haupt of Chicago 
for treason, He aided his son, a 
German saboteur, who landed in 
the United States from a sub- 
marine in the war. The younger 
Haupt was executed, His father 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

In the Texas OPA case Justice 
Frankfurter dissented; holding the 
case should be handled in the 
Court of Appeals. 

The old OPA law expired June 
30. A new one was enacted July 
25, with a provision that it was 
effective June 30. In the period be- 
tween, three Texas landiords won 
eviction judgments against ten- 
ants in state courts, OPA, back 
in business after the new law’s 
passage, asked the federal court 
at Dallas to stop the evictions. 
The Dallas court decided that 
judgments won by the three land- 
lords must be upheld.

TEXAS CITY, Tex. April 2 
(AP)—With the announcement of 


the nameg of 302 persons missing 
in the Texas City disaster, the pos- 
sibility arose today that the death 
toll might rise to 733. 

The names of the missing were 
released by the Texas Department 
of Public Safety. Saturday the 
number of dead was put at 431 by 
the American Red Cross and at 
438 by Mayor J. Curtis Trahan. 
Of the total, 837 bodies have been 
identified. 

Released by L. H. Arnett of the 
identification bureau of the De- 
partment of Public Safety at Camp 
Wallace, where temporary morgue 
headquarters have been estab- 
lished, the missing persons list is 
considerably higher than the total 
of 128 said to be missing on Fri- 
day when Trahan appeared before 
the Coast Guard investigation 
board at Galveston. 

A check of the list against 
names of known dead released by 
the Red Cross disclosed only 23 
duplications. 

Included on the Mst was the 
name of Henry J. Mikeska, 58 
years old, president and general 
manager of the Texas @ity Ter- 
minal Railway Co. 

Mikeska, as well as many per- 
sons still missing, is believed to 
have been standing near the 
Grandcamp when the vessel ex- 
ploded to start the series of blasts 
and fires that swept the Texas 
City waterfront April 16 and 17. 

Trahan testified in Galveston 
Friday that a large crowd had 
gathered on the docks to watch 
firemen fight a fire that preceded 
the explosion. 

Me said that of the 27 firemen 
the bodies of only four had been 
found. 

Meanwhile, Maurice Reddy, as- 
sistant director of disaster relief 
in the Washington headquarters 
of the Red Cross, has announced 
that 1200 persons still are housed 
in emergency quarters at Camp 
Wallace. 

R. V. Shirk, acting regional di- 
rector of the War Assets Admin- 
istration, said 150 miscellaneous 
buildings, mostly barracks at the 
former Galveston Army Air Base, 
would be turned over to Trahan 
for temporary housing purposes. 

Shirk announced also that 24 
buildings at Camp Wallace would 
be transferred to Texas City by 
the school system to replace 
wrecked school buildings. Classes 
in all of the city’s schools with 
the exception of one elementary 
branch are to be resumed tomor- 
row. 

A Coast Guard official said to- 
day that the Coast Guard had sta- 
tioned men at Galveston docks to 
supervise loading of ammonium 
nitrate “and to see that it is treat- 
ed as an explosive.” 

The announcement eame from 
Comdr. H. F. Cobb, officer in 
charge of Marine inspection at 
Galveston, as a Coast Guard board 
went into its eighth day of ses- 
sion The bags of ammonium ni- 
trate at the port here are 
labeled as “fertilizer” and not 
as an explosive and Cobb said the 
Coast Guard was not asking that 
the labels be changed. 

“Samples of ammonium nitrate 
have been flown to Washington 
for tests and pending outcome of 
these tests we simply want to take 
all sensible precaution,” Cobb re- 
ported. 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP)— 
Henry A. Wallace, back from a 
speaking tour of western Europe, 
scheduled a press conference for 
this afternoon at which he is ex- 
pected to detail his views on the 
Moscow Conference of Foreign 
Ministers. 

The former Vice President, one 
of the sharpest critics of the Ad- 
mipistration’s foreign policy, ar- 
rived in Washington last night to 
prepare for a nation-wide trip to 
repeat “again and again” that 
“we can buy more by investing 
for peace than investing for war.“ 
He arrived in New York earlier in 
the day from Europe. 

Wallace declined to comment on 
President Truman’s approval of 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall's work in the peace 
treaty negotiations, other than to 
say he was “sure something had 
been accomplished” in Moscow. 

He brushed aside further ques- 
tions on the subject, explaining 
he would hold an expanded press) 
conference this afternoon. 

Later, he asserted that Amer 
ican foreign policy is “on the road 
to ruthless imperiailsm,” adding, 
however, “but it’s not that yet.” 

Briefly discussing his overseas 
tour, Wallace said the people of 
Europe appear to be more con- 
cerned with peace than the Amer- 
ican people “especially in the 
countries which were: occupied.” 
He said he planned to tell people 
in the United States of “those 
splendid, warm-hearted people in 
western Europe and England.” 
Wallace, who was subjected to 
barrage of criticism in Con- 
gress after hig attacks abroad on 
American foreign policy, said in 
response to a query that there 
is “nothing but love in my heart” 
for members of Congress. 

He will begin his speaking tour 
of this country with a CBS 33 
cast from New York at 7:15 p.m. 
(St. Louis time), ednesday. 

Wallace disclosed he had been 
invited “some time” ago to speak 
in Argentina and said he might 
accept that invitation “later.” 


British Paper Criticizes Wallace 

Over Jewish Resistance Ads. 

LONDON, April 28 (AP)—The 
Manchester Guardian criticized 
Henry A. Wallace today because, 
it said, he permitted the New Re- 
public magazine, of which he is 
editor, to publish advertisements 
appealing for funds to help Jew- 
ish extremists in Palestine, 

“One of the paradoxes of Mr. 
Henry Wallace’s character,” the 
Guardian said, “is that while he 
gushes (in England) about the 
British he permits ‘the paper of 
which he is editor to publish (in 
America) appeals for funds to 
support an armed revolt against 
British authority.” 

The Guardian cited an adver- 
tisement in the New Republic is- 
sue Of March 24 signed by the 
“Palestine Resistance Committee,” 
and another in the magazine April 
7 signed by the “Political Action 
Committee for Palestine, Inc.” 

Tom O’Brien, Laborite member 
of Parliament and a leader in the 
Trades Union Congress, attacked 
‘Wallace in a speech last night. 

Addressing his political constitu- 
ency, O’Brien said Britons “are 
tired of Mr. Wallace’s platitudi- 
nous pomposities” and expressed 
belief Wallace certainly does not 
speak for the American trade 
unions nor the masses of the 
American people,”

‘for action, would prohibit untons 
from interfering with workers in 
their free choice of unions. Em- 
ployers are already so prohibited. 
Eliender Opens Debate. 

Senator Allen J. Elierider (Dem.), 
Louisiana, opened the debate. He 
asked the Genate to reject pro- 
posals for toughening the bill. 
Otherwise, he said, a Presidential 


veto might prevent the enactment 
of any labor reforms. He urged 
the Senate to accept the commit- 
tee’s bill. 

He admitted that many Senators 
wanted a bill that would “go far- 
ther.” Some of those, he said, 
hope that no labor legislation will 
be enacted. Others hope for an 
issue “that might be used in. the 
next Presidential campaign.” 

Ellender reminded the Senate 
that President Truman vetoed the 
Case anti-strike bill last year, He 
was speaking against the Taft

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP)

derly reductions on a large 
enough scale to be significant.“ 
He declared that the price 
reductions already made are en- 
couraging, but they do not meas- 
ure up to what needs to be done.” 
Keyserling, without referring 
directly to the program of mer- 
chants at Newburyport, Mass., 
said reductions in wholesale and 


retail EE: need to be “care- 
fully synchronized.” He said that 
“it is a difficult feat of business 
engineering to accomplish price 
reductions without bringing on 
corresponding deflation in em- 
ployment and production” but “it 
can be done.” 


Keyserling, a former federal 
housing official, asserted there 
were “crucial spots in our econ- 
omy where the price level was 
still too high to comport with 
continued large-volume opera- 
tions,“ and cited the construction 
industry. 


“Both residential building and 
business investment,” he said, 
“are threatened and already im- 
peded by excessive pricing. In 
some industries where this ex- 
cessive pricing persists, the or- 
ganization of the industry is such 
as to facilitate systematic and 
orderly price reductions on a 
large enough scale to be signifi- 
cant. These should be made.” 


The National Federation of 
Smail Business, a private organ- 
ization, yesterday made public a 
telegram from its president, C. 
Wilson Harder, to President Tru- 
man which asserted that most 
high prices result from “allowing 
too much economic power to get 
into the hands of a few giant 
corporations.” They can main- 
tain artificial prices and control 
the markets, he said. 


Harder urged more vigorous en- 
forcement of the anti-trust laws 
to encourage competitive price 
levels.

Pay Rises for Million in April. 


Three other wage increases an- 
nounced over the weekend brought 
to nearly 1,000,000 the number of 
workers getting pay rises in the 
steel, automobile and electrical in- 
dustries in April. 
Settlements increasing hourly 
wages about 15 cents when vaca- 
tion pay and other benefits are in- 
cluded were announced Saturday 
General Electric Co., Chrysler 
orp., and Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp. 

Chrysler's settlement with 70, 
000 members of the CIO United 
Auto Workers, which will affect 
15,000 unaffiliated and salaried 
employes, left only Ford Motor 
Co. among the “big three” with 
wage negotiations still pending. 
Ford negotiations were to begin 
May 31, but in view of the settle- 
ments by General Motors and 
Chrysler they may open sooner. 

General Electric’s settlement 
with 125,000 members of the CIO 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers of America, like 
Chrysler’s with the UAW, pro- 
vided an 11% cents increase for 
hourly workers and six paid va- 
cations a year. G.E.’s salaried 
workers will get a 12% cents an 
hour increase under the one-year 
contract, retroactive to April 1. 

Jones & Laughlin’s two-year 
contract provides a 12% cents rise 
for 25,000 members of the CIO 
United Steel Workers of America, 
which, with adjustments for wage 
inequities and differentials, will 
work out to an average increase 
of 15 cents or more.

Expedition for Opening 
Up Interior Cuts Way 
Through Jungle to Head 
of Xingu River.

NEW YORK, April 28—The Ron- 


eador-Xingu expedition, Brazilian- 


sponsored counterpart of the Lewis 
and Clark explorations in North 
America, has reached its first 
main objective at the head of the 
Xingu river deep in the Matto 
Grosso region of central Brazil, 
according to an announcement by 
Dr. Thiers Martins Moreirs at the 
Brazilian Government Trade Bu- 
reau, 551 Fifth avenue. 

Not only does it equal the ro- 
mance of the Lewis and Clark Ex- 
pedition and the drama of North- 
west Passage,” by Kenneth Rob- 
erts, but representatives of the 
Brazilian Government says its sig- 
nificance is “tremendous as a cur- 
tain-raiser for further advances 
into the interior by Brazilians and 
immigrants, and the possible dis- 
covery of large natural resources. 

It has taken three years and 10 
months for this small band of 120 
adventurers and scientists to reach 
the headwaters of the Xingu river 
after starting from Sao Paulo, sec- 
ond largest city of Brazil. The 
end is in sight; if all goes well, 
there is only a year of active ex- 
ploration remaining. 

Oblivious to a world war, ma- 
laria and constant threats of at- 
tack from the untamed Chavante 
Indians, they have steadily hacked 
a path through the jungle to build 
modern towns and airstrips, the 
latter large enough in some cases 
to service four-engine planes, 

Although supplied by air from 
its bases, and aided by modern 
medicine and equipment, nothing 
has been found to replace the his- 
torical role of the jungle explorer 
—that of wielding a machete on 
foot. Led by Col. Flaviano de 
Mattos Vanique, the Roncador- 
Xingu expedition has pushed for- 
ward in 30-mile installments, sub- 
sisting with the help of carne seca, 
or dried meat, and the ubiquitous 
United States Army rations. 

Typical is the manner in which 
the town of Aragarcas mush- 
roomed almost overnight. At a se- 
lected spot on the Rio Tocantins 
a rough camp was thrown togeth- 
er, then a small-scale airstrip, 
large enough for single-engine 
planes, was cleared from the jun- 
gie by hand. 

Small planes brought in more 
tools, enough to lengthen the strip 
to receive multi-engine transports, 
which in turn hauled in heavy 
machinery for sawmills and brick 
plants. Today Aragarcas is a 
bustling frontier town and supply 


The expedition is financed by 
the Fundacao Brasil Central, a 
private corporation which is sub- 
sidizing the venture with govern- 
ment assistance. 

As announced by Jose Gerrido 
Torres, director of the Brazilian 
Government Trade Bureau in New 
York, there are four primary aims 
which, it is hoped, will materialize 
as the result of the expendition. 
These are: 

1. Immigration. Joao Alberto 
Lins de Barros, Minister of Immi- 
gration, dreams of transplanting 
thousands of European refugees 
to his country’s interior, estimat- 
ing that it will cost $400 a person. 
If the United Nations meets this 
expense, Brazil, he says, is willing 
to receive, clothe and feed as 
many as 35,000 immigrants in the 

ext 12 months. 

g 2 Natural resources. What rests 
under the surface has been a mys- 
tery. Some authorities have long 
thought that oil is deposited in 
the Amazon basin. 

3. Economic and defensive as- 
pects. 

Wtih new access to interior riv- 
ers (most of which, with the ex- 
ception of the Amazon, flow along 
a general north-south axis), there 
will be increased integration of 
the entire country, with new trade 
markets opened. Also, Brazil will 
no longer leave itself wide open to 
an air-borne attack through its 
back door. 

4. Shorter air distances. Pres- 
ent routes from North America to 
Rio de Janeiro, forced to swing 
tos east of the Great Circle route 
in order to bypass unbroken 
jungle, will be shortened by at 
least 1500 miles. 

The grand strategy calls for a 
two-pronged drive, one down from 
the Manaus region of the Amazon, 
the other the Roncador-Xingu ex- 
pedition thrusting up from the 
south. As yet the former scheme, 
according to authorities in New 
York, is still in the planning stage.

BERLIN, April 28 (AP) — The 
Moscow censor is back on the job, 

For a few weeks, during the 
Foreign Ministers’ conference, he 
didn’t have much to do. Under 
agreement among the governe- 
ments, the censor did not fune 
tion on conference copy. 
plan, worked well for most of the 
conference, but the tempers of 
visiting reporters and Soviet ob- 
ficials were becoming a bit frayed 
when the meeting adjourned, 

Generally speaking, the Foreign 
Ministers’ conference was report- 
ed from Moscow just as it would 
have been in Paris, London or 
New York. For five weeks all 
copy markd “CFM” moved rapid- 
ly and in full via cable to the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Then it suddenly started to take 
anywhere from four hours to nine 
in transmission. This situation 
coincided with Soviet Foreign Of- 
fice complaints to American and 
British authorities that some copy 
was being improperly marked 
“CFM.” 

Opening the conference, the So- 
viet Foreign Office notified the 
American, British and French 
delegations that any conference 
copy should be so marked and it 
would not be scrutinized or de- 
layed in telegraph offices, All 
other copy would have to pass 
through the regular censorship, 
the Foreign Office sald. 

Left Up to Correspondents. 

It was left up to the corre 
spondents to decide what was and 
what was not “CFM.” However, 
two copies had to be submitted 
and it was apparent one copy was 
for censorship after the story had 
moved, 4 

The Russian Foreign Office 
made only two complaints on 
United States copy in the opening 
days. One was that a story on 
department store prices had been 
marked “CFM” and another that 
a story on United States security 
measures had been so marked. 
The American press department 
defended the security story as le- 

itimate CFM copy and apologized 

or the other. 

However, as the conference 
waxed hotter and tempers shorter 
more complaints were made by 
the Soviets that this or that Brit- 
ish, American or French story 
was not properly conference copy. 

The climax was reached when 
one American agency telephoned 
out a press conference with for- 
mer Gov. Harold Stassen of Min- 
nesota on his interview with Pre 
mier Stalin without submitting it 
to censorship. 

The day after this happened the 
women supervisors at the tele 
graph offices started turning back 
copy which they did not think was 
“CFM” although so marked, 

They denied they were censors. 
They said they were just readers 
and had instructions to demand 
an extra copy of any story they 
did not feel was conference ma- 
terial and send it to censorship. 

Asked for their definition of 
conference copy, they replied, 
“anything that takes place in the 
ministers’ session.” 


Sometimes no extra coples were 
demanded but the story took nine 
or 10 hours to get to the Urfited 
States and five or six to Englan 
where it had been taking one 
two hours, 

Since telephone calle remained 
“unhampered,” most correspon 
dents used this means of — = 4 
their stories and it did not 
rially affect the bulk of copy. 

It was apparent from the im 
creasingly angry denunciations of 
American and British correspon- 
dents in the official Communist 
paper Pravda that the Allied 
press was irritating Soviet offi- 
cials.

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP)— 
The Government last night abol- 
ished rent controls in 28 areas 
and portions of 11 others in 22 
states, effective May 1. The de- 
control, announced by the OPA 
branch of the Office of Tempo- 
rary Controls, applies to all living 
accommodations in the affected 
areas, including homes, apart- 
ments, hotels, tourist camps and 
rooming houses. 

The rent areas decontrolled in- 
elude none in Missouri or Illinois. 

OPA officials said it is the 
largest decontrol action since rent 
ceilings were instituted in June 
1942. They added that the order 
continues a policy, started nearly 
a year ago, “of decontrolling areas 
or portions when it is shown that 
the need for controls no longer 
exists.” 

Max McCullough, OPA commis- 
sioner, told a reporter OPA’s rent 
division plans no further decon- 
trol actions before it is shifted 
on May 4 to the office of the 
housing expediter. 

With the ending of controls in 
28 areas, a total of 620 areas or 
portions will remain under recent 
ceilings. The action, McCullough 
said, will mean the closing of 
“nearly 28” local rent offices. He 
said the exact number had not 
been determined. Most of the of- 
ficegs affected, he added, “have 
only two or three employes each.”

HE Government newspaper Izvestia yesterday criticized those 
who call the Moscow conference a failure. It said the four-power 
foreign ministers had accomplished “a lot of work” toward 


writing the German and Austrian peace treaties, In the first com- 
ment by a Russian newspaper on the meeting’s results, Izvestia 


declared in a page one editorial 


that the problems faced by the 


ministers were so intricate it would have been impossible to solve 


them in a single conference. 


Although the editorial criticized 
the United States and Britain for 
what it called “imperialistic” tac- 
tics in trying to impose their de- 
sires on the conferees, observers 
in the British, American and 
French embassies said its tone 
was “constructive” and that it 
reflected a Soviet desire to con- 
tinue international deliberations 
on world problems. 

who are now clamoring 
about the ‘failure’ of the Moscow 
conference had placed in it some 
particular hidden hopes which 
have nothing in common with the 
real tasks of settling European 
problems in a spirit of internation- 
al co-operation,” Izvestia said. 

“If this is the case, however, 
these people ought to speak of a 
collapse of their own hopes and 
not of the ‘failure’ of the Moscow 
session.” 

Doesn't Haborate. 

The newspaper did not elaborate 
on the phrase hidden hopes,“ but 
this could be interpreted as a ref- 
erence to the belief held by many 
Russians that the United States 
had adopted a “get tough” policy 
in the expectation of wringing 
‘concessions out of the Soviet 
Union. 

Izvestia said that the Soviet 
Union insisted upon adherence to 
the decisions on Germany taken 
in the Potsdam and Crimean con- 
ferences, against attempts by 
Britain and the United States to 
deviate from them. 

“To this there were also added 
attempts by the said delegations to 
renounce the method of 
decisions usually practiced until 
lately in the Council of Foreign 
Ministers and at other conferences 
of the four powers, attempts to 
resort again to the already bank- 
rupt methods of settling interna- 
tional problems by means of the 
imposition by some states of their 
will upon other states,” Izvestia 
declared. 

“This is characteristic of the 
universally known practices of 
imperialist powers,. and which 
naturally evoked a fitting resolute 
rebuff on the part of the Sovet 
Union.” 

Izvestia reviewed the agree- 
ments achieved at the conference 
and came to the conclusion that 
“a lot of work was done.” In ref- 
erence to the problems that lie 
ahead, the newspaper added: 
“Their solution requires, in the 
first place, time. Quite naturally

Prices and the Public. 
But that’s not the prospect this 
year. Steel operations are at 95 
per cent of capacity. Not much 
margin there. And prices, too, 
are at a practical, if not fixed, 
ceiling. A price rise just now 
wouldn’t be good public relations. 
Or good labor relations, either. 

Besides, large consumers, like 
the big automobile companies, 
are apt to give the market for 
steel sheets and other products 

a test this year. Supplies are 

flowing fairly evenly now, and 

when that happens, traditional- 
ly the auto companies begin bar- 
gaining—playing off one pro- 
ducer against the other.

T of view, you can prove about 
rumor very nearly anything you 


You can find facts to indicate 
that the best-fed factory workers 
in Germany live in the Soviet 
zone, but you also can uncover 
records which suggest that more 
people have starved to death in 
that same zone since the occupa- 
tion began than in all the rest of 
Germany. 

It can be proved that the Soviets 
Wave done the most faithful job 
of all the Allies in dismantling 
prohibited war industries, but it 
can also be shown that the Soviet 
zone has turned out more forbid- 
den war material since V-E day 
than all the other zones. 


Records show that the Russians 
were prompt and ruthless in dis- 
posing of major Nazis. But the 
facts also prove that the Soviets 
have made wide use of Nazis in 
running their zone and that “con- 
verted” Nazis have been welcomed 
into the Communist-run Socialist 
Unity party which has the open 
blessing of the Soviet occupation 
authorities. 

Two Main Objectives. 

These seeming contradictions, 
however, are not contradictions at 
all. They are merely different 
phases of a complex and all-em- 
bracing grand strategy which the 
Soviets are attempting to carry 
through in Germany. 

On the one hand, Russian policy 
is directed toward collecting the 
greatest amount of reparations 
possible, 

On the other hand, the Soviets 
have a strong missionary zeal to 
spread their Communist system. 

This leads them quite naturally 
to a propaganda line and to a 
set of occupation policies designed 
to prove: 

1. That the Soviet Union is the 
best friend the Germans have. 

2. That the Soviet occupation

The Russian demand for repara- 
tions is explained, quite rightly, 
as being just payment for the 
damages Germans caused in Rus- 
sia. But beyond that, the Unity 
party has undertaken to prove 
that a policy of reparations from 
current production will 
be the best thing that could hap- 
pen to the German economy since 
it will give full employment to 
German workers for to 
come. Already there is no unem- 
ployment in the Soviet zone. 


The land reform system where 
by the big estates were broken up 
and parceled out in small 
holdings is glorified not only as a 
long-range social improvement but 
as a practical immediate step to 
increase food production. A faw 
orite Soviet charge is that the 
western powers are starving the 
Germans in their zones though 
this could be averted if they would 
only copy this Soviet zone “boden- 
reform.”

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Up From the Coal Pits 

The coal industry, whose face is livid from at- 
tacks on its loose mine safety practices, now 
faces an even more sweeping indictment. The 
indictment—statistically documented by a story 
in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch—is this: If coal had 
kept step in technological progress with other 
industries, the great majority of the 400,000 
Americans who work underground in coal would 
have been liberated from the mines long before 
now. ‘ 

This is the finding of Fortune Magazine, which 
has devoted a large part of its last two issues 
to the subject of “Coal—the Industrial Dark- 
ness, and the conclusion is concurred in by 
such publications as “Industrial and Engineering 
Chemistry” and such experts as Dr. Vannevar 
Bush, wartime head of the Office of Scientific 
Research and Development, Dr. Bush says: 

‘The necessity of 400,000 men working un- 
derground mining coal to gain their living, 

in these days of modern engineering, is a 

reproach to a country as resourceful as this 

country undoubtedly is in many fields. 

The day of liberation, says Fortune, should 
come within the next 10 years. Coal mining is 
at present mere quarrying, “a series of chores 
at which the modern engineering mind revolts.” 
IE coal is to be sold in lump, the mining should 
be done by a machine which cuts, drills, shoots 
and loads it in one continuous operation. Such a 
machine, resembling a 20-ton tank with proboscis 
and tail, is under construction by the United 
States Steel Corp. 

Fortune, however, favors a machine which 
would pulverize the coal and convey it above 
the ground by suction, as wheat is loaded from 
an elevator into a car. By this method a 
miner could produce 100 tons of coal a day, 
against a production in the United States of less 
than six tons a day at present. 

Coal so mined would be converted at the mine 
mouth into gas to be piped to surrounding cities, 
fuel oil for diesel engines, and high-octane gaso- 
line to be sold in competition with gas from the 
oil fields. The by-products, which are now lost 
in household coal, would be converted into 
nylon, plastics, medicines and various commer- 
cial chemicals. 

All these things Germany was doing with its 
low-grade Braunkohle before the war. The su- 
perior German techniques were picked up by 
American experts who entered the German chem- 
ical capitals within 24 hours after they were oc- 
eupied by American tanks. 

* — * 

The most revolutionary technique under con- 
sideration, however, presupposes that the coal 
will not be mined at all, but converted into gas 
where nature placed it in the ground. The gas 
would be drawn off and processed for industrial 
and domestic fuel gas, fuel oil, gasoline and 
plastic components. 

The Russians, who bought American patents 
overlooked at home, have been using this plan 
with some success for several years. The Ala- 
bama Power Co., in co-operation with the Bureau 
of Mines, is experimenting now with this method 
in a mine near Birmingham. The preliminary 
results are said to be satisfactory. 


Pittsburgh Consolidated Coal Co., teamed with 
the Standard Oil Development Co., is spending 
$100,000,000 for synthetic fuel research. George 
Love, president of Pittsburgh Consolidated, says 
that gasification of coal mines already has 
advanced to a point which makes further exten- 
sion of natural gas pipelines to or through coal 
areas uneconomic.

If the “fuel revolution” indeed arrives, it will 
have several gratifying industrial results. It will 
mean really smokeless cities—free of {fly-ash as 
well as of smoke. It will mean an end to worry 
about our dwindling oil reserves, estimated to 
last only another 18 years. 

It will mean a dependable wartime supply of 
oil, with little need for the country to become 
diplomatically involved in the scramble for oil 


‘in far-off and hard-to-defend spots like Saudi 


Arabia. : 

The Bureau of Mines says that even with prof- 
ligate use we have coal to last for 2500 years, 
and that already we can produce gasoline from 
coal for about 12 cents a gallon, not counting in- 
terest and depreciation on the plant. Further 
experiment is expected to cut this to 6 cents. 


In addition to these things there is the human 
consideration that the revolution in coal should 
free men from the mines. Nature never meant 
for men to sentence themselves, for economic 
reasons, to a dangerous life in dungeons dug out 
of seams of coal, away from fresh air and sun- 
light. It is time science should wave its magic 
wand. :

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The Grecian Mess 


A consensus of the views of veteran corre- 
spondents, as reported by Seymour Freidin of 
the New York Herald Tribune, is that nothing 
has been attained in the 12 months of Greek 
royalist rule but broader dissension, increased 
misery and bitterness.” The Greek Government 
under the late King George and the present King 
Paul is corrupt and reactionary. As at present 
constituted, it will do nothing to conciliate the 
anti-royalist forces. Therefore, the civil war 
goes on and it goes on, so Greek royalists say, 
with American sanction. 

Mr. Freidin concludes: 

It is high time that policymakers in Wash- 
ington realize that the Greek question can- 
not be placed even on the path to solution 
by a simple, anti-Communist policy. 

What he means is that many of the guerrillas 
now opposing the Government are not Commu- 
nists at all, but are Greek patriots who are mere- 
ly stigmatized as Communists by the royalists. 
They are members of the E.A.M., characterized, 
in a manual distributed to American members 
of election observer teams, as “the only real re- 
sistance movement in Greece” during the Ger- 
man occupation. 

It is a fantastic turn of events if courageous 
anti-Nazi forces in Greece should now be hunt- 
ed down with the help of American arms and 
money. Many Americans who stand behind the 
‘Truman doctrine are insistent that the President 


and the State Department take steps to straighten 
up the Greek situation. 

There is no doubt that the Greek Government 
should be reorganized, under the leadership of 
some moderate like Themistocles Sophoulos, to 
include a more representative Cabinet, and this 
Cabinet should bring about an end to the civil 
war. Until the war is ended, any American 
money that is set aside for Greek reconstruction 
will be coal down the rathole.

Why the Opposition? 

The State Department seems to be turning its 
back on the movement for a United States of 
Europe as a means of rationalizing the European 
economy and setting up a barrier to the further 
spread of Communism on the Continent. This 
idea has gained wide acceptance in Britain and 
in Europe, and in recent weeks has gained mo- 
mentum in the United States. 

Many Congressmen have spoken out for the 
resolution, introduced in the Senate by Mr. Ful- 
bright of Arkansas, for a United States of Eu- 
rope within the framework of the United Na- 
tions. Many newspapers have indorsed the plan 
editorially, among them the New York Times, 
the Memphis Commercial Appeal, the Richmond 
Times-Dispatch, the Chicago Daily News and the 
New Orleans Item. 

Walter Lippmann has declared that “no less 
than an economic union” is necessary to prevent 
the spread of chaos in‘Europe. In his column 
today, Edgar Ansel Mowrer says: 


If our aim is to be the containing of So- 
viet expansion, then the unification of Eu- 
rope is a sovereign instrument. That is per- 
haps why President Truman recently ap- 
proved the idea of a European federation in 
an interview with George Creel. 


Yet the attitude of the State Department is 
such that Richard L. Stokes could write in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch that the proposals of 
Winston Churchill and John Foster Dulles for a 
united Europe have “alarmed Administration 
(State Department) officials, who regard them 
as expedients of last resort, in case Russia hope 
lessly blocks peace settlement efforts.” 

At a time when the President of the United 
States has openly, before all the world, accept- 
ed the challenge of ideological warfare with Rus- 
sia, this seems inconsistent and unreal. 

Today American battleships parade in Turkish 
waters. To Turkey and Greece we are sending 
both economic and military assistance with the 
object of restraining Soviet expansion. 

If it is a drawback that a United States of Eu- 
rope would offend Russia, then evidently our 
whole policy toward Gréece and Turkey is hope- 
lessly ill advised on the same grounds. 

By providing for the free flow of trade and 
the interchange of resources, a United States of 
Europe should lift the Continent from the eco- 
nomic despair which would make it an easy vic- 
tim of Communist expansionism. But the fine 
dream of the United Europe too long antedates 
Lenin and Stalin to be termed simply an anti- 
Communist scheme, It is a plan to save Western 
civilization from the age-long curse of nationalis- 
tic wars, and that is the historic perspective in 
which the State Department should see it.

How Not to Write News 


It is interesting to see how a piece of news 
sometimes can be presented. As almost every 
reader could deduce for himself, the four minor- 
ity members of the Illinois Législature’s investi- 
gation of the Centralia mine tragedy protested 
against a frustrating ruling of the majority. This 
ruling was that no questions could be asked 
about the Green-Medill use of mine inspectors 
for the political campaign fund shakedown of 
coal operators and the consequent compromise 
of mine safety enforcement. 

This, of course, is the very heart of the in- 
quiry. Unless it is gone into thoroughly the 
probe will be useless except as it may serve as 
an official whitewash. Yet in reporting this 
protest for the Chicago Daily Tribune, Johnson 
Kanady wrote:

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A Rule Broken, 2 Dead, 107 Injured 


The mysterious cause of the wreck of the Illi- 
nois Central’s “City of Miami” April 19 turns 
out to be a violation of rules. 

New wiring had been installed in the electrical 
switching and signal system that morning. Though 
the rules required it, the whole system was not 
tested then to make sure everything was in or- 
der, according to the investigation made by the 
railroad, the Illinois Commerce Commission and 
the ICC, 

A few hours later the signal light told the en- 
gineer of the “City of Miami” that the switch 
was set for him to go straight ahead. It was 
not. It was set to switch the train onto another 
track. Hitting the switch at 85 miles an hour, 
the train left the tracks, killing two and injuring 
107. 

Here again, as in most of the recent epidemic 
of railroad wrecks, is the repetition of some old 
error. The particular old error which was re- 
peated on the IC was violation of the rules of 
safety laid down by the railroad. 

What happens when railroad employes ig- 
nore regulations and passengers are killed and 
maimed? The consequences of their negligence 
should be serious to them — they are serious 
enough to others—yet if they were, would em- 
ployes so often break the rules? Stiffer penalties 
might well be considered as a means of impress- 
ing on railroad employes that lives have been 
entrusted to their keeping.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The following letter from Dr. Thomes 
Parran, Surgeon General of the United 
States, ig in response to a Post-Dispaich 
editorial of March 16 entitled “Leprosy— 
and Dr. Parran,.” The editorial urged Dr. 
Parran to do for leprosy what he did for 
syphilis in bringing discussion out into the 
open, and to establish treatment centers 
“where sufferers can go freely.” 


The Public Health Service has been con- 

cerned with leprosy for almost 50 years, 
For many years our medical officers were 
assigned to take care of the leprosy patients 
of the Territory of Hawaii. During the 
past 25 years, we 
have maintained a 
hospital at Carville, 
La., for the treat- 
ment of persons 
who are afflicted 
with this disease, 


Until the relative- 
ly recent past, there 
has been no satis- 
factory treatment 
for leprosy. During 
the past five years, 
the experience of 
our medical officers 
at the hospital at 
Carville has given 
very gratifying results. Beneficial effects 
in the treatment of leprosy by use of the 
sulfa drugs are now being confirmed in 
other countries. For the first time in the 
history of mankind we feel that we can 
now say to persons who have leprosy, 
“There is hope.” 


A New Pilot Program 


An advisory committee has been working 
with us for the past several months in an 
effort to formulate a program for the care 
and treatment of persons afflicted with 
leprosy in this country that we hope may 
make possible the eradication and control of 
the disease, It is the unanimous opinion of 
this advisory committee that it would be 
desirable to establish special treatment cen- 
ters in the four states where the disease is 
endemic: California, Florida, Louisiana, 
Texas. 


Before embarking on such a broad cam- 
paign it would seem to be the part of wis- 
dom to conduct a pilot program in order 
to perfect methods of approach and to give 
us experience in various phases of the new 
program, The proposed new program is 
based on the desirability of recognizing and 
placing cases of leprosy under appropriate 
treatment as early as possible. 


Years Without Treatment 


One of the handicaps that we have worked 
against in the past has been the fact that 
the average case that enters the hospital at 
Carville has had the disease for four or five 
years before the condition is properly diag- 


nosed. The establishment of diagnostic and 


treatment centers is not as simple as would 
appear at first glance. 


With the exception of a few specialists 
in diseases of the skin, very few physicians 
practicing medicine in the United States 
are familiar with the diagnosis of the dis- 
ease, particularly in the early stages, The 
actual work of seeing these patients must 
be done by those of our medical officers 
who are experienced in the diagnosis and 
treatment of leprosy. 


We are now in the process of setting up 


a case-finding program on an experimental 
basis in Louisiana where we hope to per- 
fect our methods of early recognition of 
cases and promptly placing them under 
treatment. We are assigning a medical of- 
ficer to New Orleans who will work close- 
ly with state and local health authorities 
in Louisiana in an effort to locate and diag- 
nose as many early cases of the disease as 
can be found. 


We propose, without any publicity, to 
place these patients in another hospital for 
treatment. They will thus be saved from 
the stigma of having been patients at Car- 
ville. You realize that in Louisiana, Car- 
ville is a well-known institution, 


Progress Will Be Slow 


After several months of such clinical ex- 
perience in the treatment of early cases 
and the development of satisfactory methods 
for finding early cases, we expect to expand 
this plan to make it effective in the other 
endemic states. When we have secured 
sufficient experience in this preliminary 
way, I feel that we will then be justified 
in going to the Congress and requesting 
funds to set up the special treatment cen- 
ters that we have in mind. 


Your interest in the problem of leprosy 
in the United States is appreciated. All of 


us sympathize with the plight of any per- 


son suffering from leprosy. We are par- 
ticularly sympathetic with the fact that the 
patients at Carville feel that there are un- 
reasonable restrictions imposed by the pub- 
lic upon persons having leprosy. 


I think it would be well, however, for all 
of us to keep in mind the basic fact that 
any person who has leprosy has acquired 
the disease from some other person suffer- 
ing with leprosy. We are aware that irk- 
some restrictions on these patients should 
be relieved, where possible. In giving these 
patients more freedom, care must be exer- 
cised that such additional privileges do not 
include freedom to transmit the disease to 
others.

To Check Communism.

Somehow this 
plan petered out, presumably be- 
cause of the influence of Commu- 
nists who opposed European fed- 
eration on orders from Moscow. 

Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg have gone ahead 
with a customs union, member- 
ship in which they are now offer- 
ing to other countries. European 
parliamentarians will meet in 
Switzerland this autumn to plan 
a real federation. 


It would not take a big push 
to get the inhabitants of Europe 
to agree on federation—all but the 
Communists. Communist opposi- 
tion is just one phase of opposi- 
tion by an outside country, name- 
ly the Soviet Union. 

This opposition is unyielding 
and intense. The emergence of a 
new super-power would definitely 
check Soviet expansion and act 
as a magnet on the East European 
countries ynwillingly integrated 
into the Soviet Emipre. 


Yet Soviet opposition could not 
effectively block a European fed- 
eration if this were fostered by 
Britain and the United States. 

In the late 20s, British opposi- 
tion condemned Briand's efforts 
to sterility.

As late as 1945, some State 
Department officials felt that to 
unite Europe would be to hand 
it over to Germany. ’ 


The second defeat of Germany 
did not, however, restore the 
European balance, Instead, it per- 
mitted another country, the Soviet 
Union, to impose a domination 
almost like the one the Germans 
had twice sought. Therefore, in 
preventing further Soviet expan- 
sion by creating a second center 
of strength in Europe, the United 
States would be following a well- 
established policy by a new 
method. : 


End to German Menace. 


The incorporation of Germany 
in such a federation would be 
the best method of eliminating 
the German danger for all time, 
while allowing Europe the bene- 
fits of German industrial produc- 
tivity.

Poverty Amid Plenty. 


“Poverty in the midst of plenty.” 
We heard that judgment in 1931 
and 32. I spent most of the worst 
depression winter in Florida, and 
the sight of Florida's beautiful 
golden crop of oranges rotting on 
the ground under the trees was 
one of the saddest sights you 
could imagine. The newspapers told 
of breadlines and hunger in every 
industrial city. 

There is something particularly 
revolting to us, in this abundant 
land of ours, about destroying the 
bounty of the earth. That is why 
Henry Wallace's slaughter of the 
little pigs stood out as a wretched 
symbol of failure, even though 
Wallace repeatedly explained that 
it was only a brief temporary ex- 
pedient. 

We've tried various ways to 
whip the paradox of poverty in 
the midst of plenty. For several 
years before the war, we lent 
farmers money on their crops 
when production reached a Ccer- 
tain level. That meant warehouses 
bulging with “surplus” commodi- 
ties, especially cotton, which the 
government got under loan. 

If it had not been for the war, 
the government would have taken 
a tremendous loss on those loans. 
Thanks to the war, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation came out with 
a profit of a few million dollars. 
But that seems to mean that we 
have to have wars every few 
years to get rid of our “surplus”

One way is through the -school 
lunch program under which chil- 
dren who need it get free lunches, 
and without any finger of dis- 
crimination being put on them. 
For the current fiscal year, Con- 
gress appropriated $75,000,000 for 
school lunches. When the sellers’ 
market ends and farm commodi- 
ties pile up, that program can be 
greatly expanded. 

But still, it may not be enough 
of an answer. Chairman Hope and 
the members of his committee 
will look into it. They will work 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture to try, honestly and conscien- 
tiously, to look the sphinx in the 
face—the sphinx with the smile 
that mocks the proudest boasts 
of our time, If they can solve 
the problem of poverty in the 
midst of plenty in agriculture, 
then we can begin to believe that 
we shall find a way out of this 
strange dilemma.

The Shuberts sent a rousing 
production of “The Student 
Prince,” to the American Theater 
last night to prove there is life in 
the old boy, Prince Karl Franz, 
still. The 23-year-old operetta 
prohably has Sigmund Romberg’s 
prettiest melodies and most dash- 
ing choruses, and the audience re- 
ceived it enthusiastically, refusing 
to leave at the final curtain until 
three or four of its favorites had 
been reprised. The piece, in its 


first professional appearance here 
in 14 years, will run the week. 

The, staging still follows a long- 
set pattern, except that much of 
the buffoonery has been cut and 
it is more swiftly paced than of 
old. But Kathie still skips and 
bounces, Lutz still follows his 
stomach about for comedy, the 
student chorus still shakes its 
beer mugs in a staccato fashion 
that would throw any real beer 
out of them. There is a real sen- 
timental appeal in this musical in 
its theme of a search for a lost 
youth, and it seems to us that 
written straight by a good libret- 
tist with the stale comedy cut, 
and with the florid acting styles 
of operettta toned down, it could 
capture some of the tenderness 
achieved by the Lubitsch silent 
screen version of the original play, 
“Old Heidelberg,” with Ramon 
Navarro in the lead. Certainly 
the Dorothy Donnelly book never 
was anything but hackneyed, and 
hasn’t improved. with age. 

The production was fairly hand- 
some in the matter of sets and 
costumes, and the male chorus of 
24 did some lusty singing that 
evinced careful training. A few 
of the boys looked more like Hei- 
delberg 12 than Heidelberg 17, 
but on the whole they had youth, 
verve and spirit. 

Frank Hornaday, who appeared 
at Municipal Opera a couple of 
seasons back, was Prince Karl. 
He has a nice operetta tenor, but 
his performance was somewhat 
clouded by some of the most un- 
abashed mugging, both in singing 
and acting, seen over the Amer- 
ican footlights since Jan Kiepura 
did “Polonaise.” He constantly 
reminded me of Alan Mowbray 
doing a burlesque of Edwin Booth. 
Mr. Hornaday was in his glory in 
the haunting serenade, schmalzing 
it until even the orchestra leader 
must have felt like putting down 
his baton and sobbing. . 
Adelaide Bishop, a pretty little 
redhead, made a vivacious Kathie. 
Her voice was pleasant enough, 
though sometimes uneven. Detmar 
Poppen, an old Municipal Opera 
favorite, was Lutz. He got all 
there was out of the materfal. 
John Mooney was an excellent Dr. 
Engel, and scored in “Golden 
Days.” Mary Lou Boyd made a 
striking Princess Margaret, and 
Nina Varela did pretty well by the 
Grand Duchess.

Firm U.S, Attitude, 


Since before the end of the war, 
United States’ policy with Russia 
has moved half way around the 
compass, swinging from a posi- 
tion of a conscious and deliberate 
“good neighbor” to what might 
be called that of “strong neigh- 
bor.” When former 2 of 
State Cordell Hull came to Mos- 
cow in the fall of 1943 and, later, 
when President Roosevelt went to 
Tehran, American war policy was 
aimed at assuring the Russians’ 
Military co-operation against Ja- 
pan and her peace policy was 
based on the theory that, as Hull 
sometimes told associates, the So- 
viets would be friendly with the 
rest of the world and especially 
the United States when it was 
convinced itself that the rest of 
the world was friendly. 

For many months, Hull and 
President. Roosevelt and, later, 
President Truman and Secretary 
James F. Byrnes sought by word 
and deed to prove that the United 
States was genuinely friendly to 
Russia. 

The first really serious break in 
this official line came when the 
London conference in the fall of 
1945 failed utterly to make any 
start on satellite peace treaties. 
Byrnes went home and took his 
hair down, blamed Molotov for all 
the trouble and announced that 
the United States thereafter would 
not yield on any basic principles.

This 
month, because of John L. Lewis's 
safety strike in coal, it’s actually 
down. Thus, what do you have? 
In the face of a new wage pat- 
tern — a i15-cents-an-hour wage 
boost — there’s a production ceil- 
ing. Results: a profits squeeze. 

Wall $treet Victory. 

What's more, if prices should 
drop and corporations should take 
a licking on inventories, then 1947 
would turn out to be a sorry year, 
profitwise. 
other forecasting victory for the 
stock market, which heralded 
something of the same last June, 
and which has been repeating 
same intermittently since. 

We're in a high-cost—a brittle 
—economy. A moderate reduc- 
tion in volume or in prices will 
inevitably cause some losses 
among corporations.

discrepancy in 
those figures is be- 
cause lots of people 
have two radios, 
one out of every 
three families to be 
exact. One out of 
five families bought 
a new radio in 1946, 
30 per cent of 
whom were poor 
and presumably 
should have spent 
the money on something else. 

Those are all substantial but fairly understand- 
able figures. Right here it gets hard. Total 
listening time per day is up 4,600,000 hours, or 
525 years, or roughly twice the elapsed time be- 
tween Alexander the Great and the Roman con- 
quest of Greece. That, you understand, is the 
increase in listening, not total listening, which 
probably exceeds the history of mankind from 
the ooze to Truman.

Reporter Learns About All Three When He Visits Chicago Steelworker

CHICAGO, April 28. 
CALLED upon Stanley Popie- 
larz in his apartment at 7911 
Manistee, seeking information 
on the special exigencies and skills 
of a structural steel mill crane- 
man. 

Sometime later I came away with 
much information but very little of 
it, upon later examination, proved to 
have anything to do with the steel 
business. I did, however, acquire 
something of rare value, a recipe 
for spaghetti sauce, the — ot 
which requires more know-how 
and time than making chrome 
molybdenum steel. 

I found Stanley in his pajamas 
and bare feet, just arisen at noon 
from sleeping off the previous 
night’s eight hours of labor in his 
lofty crane house: He is a man of 
58, veteran of 14 years in the steel 
mills, and bears a striking re- 
semblance to Wallace Beery, both 
in appearance and manner of 
speech. 

He is a Roman Catholic of 
Polish-French extraction and a 
man of strong religious feeling. 
Biblical miracles have intense real- 
ity for him and he is puzzled by 
what he considers a half-formed 
faculty for prescience in himself. 

“After the kids were born and 
we began to live in this place, I 
suddenly realized I had seen it all 
before just the mye 6 it is,” he said. 
“I dunno where saw it, but I 
know I did—in a dream maybe. I 
dream a lot.” 

Stanley has two children, 
Frances, a round-faced, big-eyed 
cherub of three, and Bobby, a stal- 
wart of six month, They are prod- 
ucts of his second marriage to 
Martha, a serious faced woman 
several years his junior. His first 
wife died of cancer. 

For his family Stanley nourishes 
such great pride and affection that 
quite evidently his sturdy frame 
will scarcely contain it. Because 
of them he swore off drinking hard 
liquor many years ago and now 
takes only an occasional beer. 

“I found out long ago that 
money is no good for much,” he 
said, “My first wife was sick so 
long that everything we had or 
could get went for doctor bille— 
and the money didn't help her 
any. The way I figure now a 
man’s got his family and that’s all 
he’s got. The main thing is to see 
that they eat. 

“Around here we eat good. I'm 
a great eater myself and no kid 
of mine is ever gonna go hungry, 
not while I can help it. I went 
to the store yesterday, laying in a 
stock of stuff—canned soup most-

ly for when I get home from work 
—and blew 15 bucks. And Martha 
just got back from the bakery 
and there’s another five spot gone 
to hell. How about a cup of cof- 
fee, while you're here?” 

Aside from his family, Stanley. 
has two hobbies, the radio and 
cooking. His radio fare runs 
strongly to symphonic music and 
news commentators. He looks upon 
the latter with tolerant and rather 
profane skepticism. He likes Ga- 
brie] Heatter, but says he believes 
only about half what he says. 


Stanley takes great pride in his 
cooking and Martha doesn’t object. 
It gives her more time to take 
care of the kids and care for 
their clean and comfortable four- 
room apartment overlooking Sev- 
enty-ninth street. 

Stanley says he learned to cook 
out of inescapable nécessity dur 
ing his first wife's long illness. 
Now he fears no cooking problem 
and describes with the enthusiasm 
of a master chef his techniques 


with turkey, hams, sauerkraut and 
pigs’ knuckles, and especially spa- 
ghetti and meatballs. He belongs 
to that uninhibited and deservedly 
honored school of cooks who be- 
lieve in throwing everything in 
the pantry into the pot. 

We wouldn't interrupt the story 
of the steel industry for anything 
less important than this, a master 
@teelmaker’s master formula for 
the manufacture of spaghetti and 
meatballs. 

The maestro is Stanley Popie- 
larz, steeb mill craneman, Chicago 
booster, husband, father and phi- 
losopher. 

The soul of a spaghetti dinner, 
says Stanley, is the sauce. All the 
time, thought and creative genius 
a man can put into contriving the 
sauce will be, he swears, amply 
repaid at the table. His sauce 
can be ready for consumption in 
three hours, but he prefers four 
and says it won't be hurt by five. 

You begin with onions, celery 
and a clove of garlic, chopping 


them fine and frying them in olive 
oil or butter until both brown and 
vigorously aromatic. The only 
prefabricated part Stanley permits 
in the concoction is a tomato 
sauce base called “Contadina.” We 
mention the name because he con- 
siders it indispensable, and if any 
advertising value results, we'll 
have to send the Contadina people 
a bill later on. 

You mix the Contadina and 
twice as much water in a big 
stewpot,. toss in the fried onions, 
garlic and celery and set it over 
a slow fire to simmer. It’s a good 
idea, Stanley has found, to toss in 
a little sugar—not much, but just 
enough to take the sharp edge off 
the mixture.

E have said before that Stan- 
Wry believes in dash and 

imagination in his cooking. 
At this point he cleans out the pan- 
try, slinging anything that looks 
edible into the cauldron. Carrots 
diced, and other green vegetables 
are best, he sayc, adding definite 
quality to the end result, 
Manufacture of the meat balls 
should begin at this point. Stanley 
prefers to buy a pound of round 
steak, half a pound of pork and a 
pound of veal and chop them him- 
self, using two cleavers in the 
artistic fashion of old-time butch- 
ers. It will be all right to have 
the stuff ground in the butcher 
shop, he says rather reluctantly, 
but never under any circum- 
stances buy ready-ground meat or 
permit it to be ground except un- 
der cook’s direct supervision. 

Mix the meat with a few shav- 
ings of garlic, grated onion and 
bread crumbs. ilk and one or 
two raw eggs should be added for 
binder and quality of flavor. Just 
a dash of tabasco sauce during 
the mixing will give the result 
character. The smaller the meat- 
balls the better. When finished 
they should be fried, with special 
attention to rolling them around 
in the skillet enough to brown 
evenly on all sides. 

Drop the meatballs into the 
sauce to soak a bit and we're 
getting near the climax. 

There's a small but vital tech- 
nique to cooking the spaghetti 
which should come out thoroughly 
cooked— that is, no longer starchy 
to the taste—but not so over- 
cooked that it turns soft and 
gluey. Use plenty of water with 
a lot of salt in it and cook about 
20 minutes. Mixing in a little of 
the sauce after straining will pre- 
serve the texture. 

Well, then, your four hours are 
gone and the cupboard’s bare. Fill 
ee a plate and start shovel- 

ng. 

After all, almost anybody can 
make steel. :

At Least It Has Paid Off in Case 
of Norwegian Immigranf Who Toiled 
Nights to Invent Plastic Harmonica; 


He's Now King of All He Surveys.

NEW YORK, April 28 
ERE’'S a Horatio Alger story 
as up-to-date as plastic — the 
amazing career of Finn Mag- 
nus, the 39-year-old Norwegian im- 
nt who has become harmon- 

ica king of the world. 

Only a few years ago, this 
blond, husky man was branded as 
a foolish person who was stub- 
bornly wasting his health, his 
money and his future on an im- 
possible dream. But today Mag- 
nus harmonicas—made entirely of 
plastic by his own, revolutionary 
process—are flooding global mar- 
kets once monopolized by Euro- 
pean and Asiatic combines. And 
Magnus is hailed by top business 
leaders for having given America 
a new industry. 

Take any of the dusty old Alger 
titles — “Strive and Succeed,” 
“Work and Win’—and they'll fit. 
What's more, Magnus fought past 
obstacles which might have 
floored even an Alger hero. The 
plot goes this way: 


Four years ago Magnus went 
shopping around Newark, N.J., for 
a harmonica. He had played one 
during his youth in Norway, and 
he thought it would be a good 
relaxation from the strain of his 
war work. 

Magnus had been in this coun- 
try since 1925, and a brilliant abil- 
ity to make production zoom had 


@atapulted him to an important 


job with the Button Corp. of 
America. By most standards, he 
already had made his mark — a 
well-paying position, prestige, and 
a wife and sen in his pleasant, 
suburban home. And if such a 
man wanted to use a harmonica 
to teach his kid a few of the 
tunes from the old country, that 
was all right, too. 

But in store after store, there 
were no harmonicas to be had. 
Bored salesmen explained to him 
that the war had cut this nation 
off from European manufacturers, 
and that was that. 

“Aren't there any American 
makes?” he asked one salesman. 

Don't be silly,” was the reply. 
“Fhe harmonica is a precision in- 
strument. It has 80 brass and 
wood parts, and it takes 180 mi- 
— 88 to make one. Who 

me for anythi like that 
in this country.” ‘ad 

That clerk didn’t know it then, 
but his words were setting in mo- 


tion the inventive wheels which 
were to produce an industrial 
miracle—the first mass produced 
harmonica, a gleaming piece of 
plastic beauty, made up of only 
five parts, and assembled in only 
a few seconds. He was uncon- 
sciously throwing out.a challenge 
to Finn Magnus which, two-and- 
a-half-years later, would see the 
International Plastic Harmonica 
Corp. spanning the globe. 

For, that day, it just didn’t seem 
right to Magnus that this nation, 
which had solved so many pro- 
duction problems, should have to 
buy 35,000,000 harmonicas each 
year from foreign makers. Just 
out of curiosity, he decided to try 
and make one of them himself. 


At first, he started with a few 
tools. He thought he'd —— into 
hig workshop once in a while aft- 
er dinner, but soon he was ‘there 
every night, off on an inventive 
mission which was to change his 
life. 


. * =e 

ARLY in the game, Magnus 
E decided to ignore the multi- 

part foreign makes ad strive 
for simplicity. As he says: 

„I've always been amazed at the 
way people will turn out a pro- 
duct in a complicated, old-fash- 
ioned way, just because that’s al- 
ways the way it’s been done, The 
harmonica, I was sure, could be 
simplified into a few simple oper- 
ations, if only I could figure it 
out.” 

He turned his back on wood 
and brass, and decided to make 
his instrument of polystrene, a 
plastic. This was all right until 
he got to the reed plate, most im- 
portant part of any harmonica. 
In the old days, each reed Was 
hand-riveted to the plate, after 
having been hand ground to a 
thickness of .002 to .010 of an inch. 
And once the reeds were in place, 
they had to be pitched by hand— 
an extremely delicate operation 
demanding a highly skilled oper- 
ator. 

Magnus was determined to take 
a sensational short-cut—a plastic 
reed plate, Month followed month, 
Top plastic authorities told him 
it never could be done. Business 
friends warned him that his hob- 
by was turning into a Franken- 
stein. Still he worked. 

“When I started my research,” 
Magnus recalled, “I had a very

comfortable bank account — and 
my health. As things went on, 
and I needed more and more 
equipment, my account got lower 
and lower, and doctors warned 
me I was close to a nervous break- 
down.” 

You must remember that while 
Magnus was carrying out this 
gamble each night, he was atill 
holding down his key job during 
the day. Of course, there was no 

rivate life, just a drive which 
kept forcing him back into the 
workshop, a determination to fin- 
ish the “impossible” task. 

Finally, in the third year of his 
experimentation, he hit on the 
right formula, The plates are 
molded in one single operation— 
reeds and all. What's more, they 
are in perfect tune from the very 
first, and stay that way! 

At that intensely dramatic mo- 
ment when Magnus, alone in his 
workshop, looked at the first suc- 
cessful mold, he knew that his 
dream had been vindicated, that 
he had created, all by himself, a 
tremendous new industry. 

Here's where the story of Mag- 
nus and his harmonicas differs 
from that of many other inven- 
tors. For, unlike so many men 
who are brilliant in work shops but 
stupid in front offices, Magnus 
also is a driving, clever business 
man. 

Without calling in any outside 
help, without taking advantage of 
any offers from men who wanted 
to jump on his band-wagon with 
some “easy capital,” Magnus began 
putting his instruments into pro- 
duction. He took a few to Wash- 


ington—the war was still on, re- 
member—and soon convinced the 
Quartermaster’s Corps that his 
non-rusting, non-freezing, heat-re- 


sisting harmonicas were just the 


— for bored soldiers through- 
out the world. 

The harmonicas started to go 
out, and soon the civilian world 
was aware of the plastic tune- 
maker. Orders started to pour in, 
as well as a fabulous offer from 
Hohner, German harmonica mag- 
nate, for the sale of his patent. 

“That offer,” Magnus said, “con- 
vinced me that I was on the right 
track. And if my idea was worth 
so much to Hohner, it was worth 
more to * 1 * him down.” 


* 

AGNUS'S production space 

was cramped, and vital ma- 

chinery was almost impossible 
to get. He began taking quick 
trips, seeing men who had the 
tools and material he needed, and 
playing a few songs on a Magnus 
harmonica. He got what he 
wanted. 

Then, in the clear at last, he 
began work on something even 
more sensational than his first 
Magnus—a plastic chromatic har- 
monica, meeting all the require- 
ments of professional musicians. 

There was more experimenta- 
tion, more improvising. But a few 
weeks ago, the Magnus chromatic 
harmonicas began going out to 
eager markets — sleek, beautiful 
instruments, selling for around $6, 
far lower thar any other chro- 
matic that might be available. 

Now he’s at work on a plastic 
jar-top that enaps open with a

pewriter—he begina wondering 
if it couldn't be simplified, and 
sold to the public at a much lower 
price. 

“I like to work,” he will tell you. 
“For me, the social graces, such 
as banquets and parties, have al- 
ways been false values. Maybe I 
would still be behind a machine 
if I hadn't been willing to do that 
extra bit of work, both on the job 
and on my own time.”

| trom the beginning, from the 

time he was a 17-year-old boy, 
doing a routine job as a clerk in 
Oslo. The skiing trips on weekends 
were fun, and he was able to 
make a little extra money by 
doing sports stories for a news- 
paper, but the job just didn't 
make enough demands on him, 
and he was restless. 

Taking his few dollars, he 
booked passage to America. He 
Was young, and in such a great 
country, he was sure, there was 
more for a man to do than serve 
as a clerk. 

In America, however, he found 
that he was alone. A brother had 
come here earlier, but he was a 
marine and had been shipped 
abroad. Magnus took a furnished 
room in New York. In the tradi- 
tional greenhorn fashion, he then 
forgot the address of the boarding 
house, 

His clothes were back in his 
room. His money was gone. This 
left the lost, confused young im- 
migrant with only the clothes he 
was wearing. Only this, and a 
willingness to work, 

The jobs weren’t much at first 
—dishwasher, stevedore, elevator 
operator, worker in an automobile 
assembly plant. 

Then, knowing English a little 
better, he went to work for the 
National Cash Register Co. This 
time, he was fascinated by the 
glistening machines, the intricate 
operations. Though big-time en- 
gineers had worked out the pro- 
duction system, Magnus found 
ways of cutting operations. He 
found his ideas were welcomed— 
and paid off in bonuses. 

It was the same when he went 
to work for the Button Corp. of 
America. He was a machine op- 
erator on the night shift, but 
again he found ways to eliminate 
work and step up production. 
Sometimes it was the use of a 
new chemical, sometimes it was re- 
designing a machine. 

Promotions came quickly—fore- 
man, superintendent, general man- 
ager. He was a young man and 
he had made 0 

This was @ secure position 
Magnus was in on that now-fate- 
ful day when he went shopping 
for a harmonica. And this was 
the success he gambled with in 
his zest to prove that his adopted 
land of America could make any- 
thing — even harmonicas — better 
than any other country.

Pastry for eight-inch double- 
erust pie. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Wash rhubarb thoroughly, trim 
eff leaf and stem ends and dis- 
card. Cut stems into three-quarter 
inch le Combine sugar, tap- 
joca and salt, add to rhubarb and 
mix thoroughly. Fit pastry into 
pie pan. Turn rhubarb mixture 
into pastry-lined pan. Roll out 
pastry for upper crust and cut a 
design for steam vents. Brush 
edge of lower crust with cold wa- 
ter or slightly beaten egg white. 
Lay upper crust over pie and press 
edges together to seal; trim off 
excess dough and flute rim as 
desired. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees Fahrenheit) for 15 min- 
utes, then reduced head to 325 de- 
grees Fahrenheit (moderately 
slow) and bake 30 minutes longer 
or until rhubarb is done. Serve 
warm or cold.

My 
suspicion is that old timerg in 
practice hate to give up the “cold” 
myth because it is so. darned 
handy for. stringing the patient 
along without a diagnosis when 
you don’t know or are incompe- 
tent to find out what ails him. 

Stop me if I’m wrong, fellows 
—but Tu take nothing you say 
about “colds” or “the common 
cold” seriously unless you first 
define what you are talking about 
so that I may understand you.

‘4@ LL Americans, I believe, would 
** been glad of the chance

Like everyone 
else, he must wish that a peace 
could finally be agreed upon, so 
that the people of Europe could 
settle down under known condi- 
tions and reconstruction actually 
begin. Nevertheless, I think many 
things have been learned by the 
participants in the Moscow Con- 
ference. The stage was not well 
set for writing the peace, but per- 
haps by November we will have 
learned to do better. 

During the last session of the 
United Nations, I used to hear 
Senator Vandenberg bitterly com- 
plain that we never looked at the 
whole picture of the United Na- 
tions’ financial needs, even from 
the point of view of the United 
States. Congress, that is, never 
got a complete budget, so that 
they never knew whether a given 
appropriation was the last one to 
be asked for or whether there 
would be more to follow.

WASHINGTON, April 28 (UP)— 
A complaint that 964 railroads 
heavily overcharged the Govern- 
ment on wartime freight ship- 
ments bound overseas was filed 
today with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The Justice 


Department announced last week 
that the complaint would be filed 
in an effort to pare down the 
Government’s wartime freight bill. 

The complaint said the railroads 
refused to allow the War and 
Navy Departments the usual low 
rates because the goods had to be 
stored at inland points while 
waiting for ships.
